Inthe lst few years, tens of thousands of people have died 
in EI Salvador — mostly querllas kiled by the army and 
‘peasants kiled by the death squads What does tnat mean? 
Not much, I think, to most of us We have an intellectual 
understanding oteventsin that sonowtul country _buttdont 
think we realy feel the realy ofthe aulerng and struggle 
faking place there. Por most political people there i an 
unconscious emotional distancing, an alienation and 
separation that prevents us trom empathizing. from leeling 
the tangibieness of what is happening. We read a magazine 
article and are properly outraged, but in a lew days we 
forget. think we shouid try fo overcome this: we shouid make 
am effort to intomalize the reality ot fascism and guerila war 
in E Salvador. Now, right now. there is someone ist ike us. 
‘with hopes and dreams and tears, being tortured or murdered 
(of taped by Saivadorean soldiers. And right now. there is 
someone just ike us sitting in the jungle witha ibe, watch 
‘and waiting. We are political people. These people are cur 
sisters and brothers and thei lives are roal. We shouid grant 
‘them reanoes in our minds 

“The eyes are blind, one must look with the heart.” There 
5 aiot of injustice in the world, a lot of oppression and 
suffering. and think for most of us our understanding of ths 
realty 5 very intellectual and abstract. We do not realy 
identity with the existence ofthe pain and the resistance ot 


wo sympathise with. For example, even to 


progressive men. I think that what it feels ike tobe a womyn 
society is langely uninteligible. We can

PATRIARCHAL CONQUEST 
& INDUSTRIAL CIVILIZATION

The apocalyptic horrors we lace today — the icoming 
nightmares of nuclear war or ecological eatastiophe — are 2 
direct consequence of the industrial and techniogicai 
‘aviation created by materialistic captalist and communist 
male powerelitesoverthe past 200 years. Thesothreatstoour 
survival are entiely unique fo this modern ora, and wouid 
have been virtually inconceivable to people ot ormer times 
However, the true mcts of industrie civiization — the 
‘consciousness and attitudes which eventually enabled sach 
Sccvization to come into being — fist begat 1o fester in the 
societies of our ancestors long ago. Why we have only so- 
recently come to be laced withthe nightmarish realty of a 
‘rbosol extermination s because the moder ora s the ist 
Which the actual potential for extermination exists It was 
only through the Getualianion of an advanced incustret 
‘ivileation that the machines, weapons and industrial 
Processes were created whichare now tweatening tne survival 
Silo on Earth. 

Tho prosont industrii and technological c:vđacsion 
1s, int giobal scale and ts actual physical maniestaton 
‘vastly diferent trom all other eras of so-called “civilized 
history” From the stuplying rato ol expansion atthe industria! 
revolution’ and with the colosal productivo capacity of 
‘massive factories, the Immense output ftom power projects, 
and the utilisation of moga scalo resource extraction, otc. 
‘tc, ad nauseum, ther 1 ittie question that the modem era. 
in d material sonse,iterally stands boyond history. It has 
facilitated the most consumptive and materialistic socioties 
fever — which aro surely «science fiction fantasy when 
‘Compared wiih evan the most developediurban cuntresol the 
Teth century. Yat itis not because ota naw moda of thinking 
that human existence has boon so rapidly transformed 

Industral civilization has evolved tom the cumulativo 
‘ttects of an unbroken adherence to percepiions, concepts 
‘andphilcsophical values which arenogative andessentaly 
antille For example, the capacity of human beings to want 
to wage wars of total annihilation against their enemies, or 
‘the quest to manipulcte'the natural envionment to our 
Anthropocentric ends, or to lust ater material wealth with 
insatiabio gieed — those machinations which are so prevalent 
among the ruling classes ottoday — have also dominated tha 
pursuiis of provious eras and civilizations: Clearly. far back 
intohistory: woll bloro tho beginnings ol the Jideo. Chetan 
‘ra, the dominant conceptual outlook of civilization can be 
‘doscribed as boing that of “patriarchal (male dominated) 
conquest”. Ibellovethat within this mode ol thought are ways 
‘of perceiving and being, sometimes subtle and somtimes 
brutally apparent, which must bo jected 1 we are tosurviwo 
and recreate lives and cultures of natural freedom and 
harmony. 

‘AL somo point in our distant past, when easly 
patriarchal societies began to develop and then become 
‘estabished and powerful. a distancing and disregard, and 
‘eventually contempt and conquest. over womyn. oihar 
peoples and tially the natura! environment came to be the 
principle underlying premises upon which the ruling males 
‘Governed. Since those times, the magnitude of pate! 
‘conquest has steacly expanded, and human development 
has “been synonymous with the ever-increasing 
Insthutionaization of patriarchal domination. The tragic edicts 
‘ofthis domination is not only evident today in the material 
‘conditions of human societies, but as wel inthe inner werid 
Si human beings 

‘Over thousands of years, the patriarchal culturo of 
‘conquest has virtually destroyed our inner grounding with 
what can be termed "a natural and wholistic appreciation ot 
Ie." Such a severo spiritual crippling has lett us collectively 
‘wounded and astray. This is particulary true in advanced 
industrial societias where an extremely distorted and Milos 
View ofliving exists, Not only has much ofthe reverence and 
worship of lle seit vanished, but it appears that these 
sociotios have become incapabile of recognizing the fac that 
they are creating an execution chamber world by the very 
manner in which they aro functioning and by the very 
motivos which drivo ther onward. 


invulnerability, hiørarchialism, objectification. exploltation. 
tectrno-rationality, lack of inten or insight and spatial 
voidness — these are some negative attributes which are 
consistent witha patriarchal culture. Token asa whole, they 
form the cultural archetype now exhibited in the miary 
industrial mperiaism of our present times. Throughout 
ppatiarchal history. theso attributes have mare of les 
determined how we have lived, and how civilizations have 
developed. Today, much of humanity. mast men. and ail 


‘The ceaseless dark ages of history, now epitomized inthe

We do not regret, however. our decision to attempt to 
Sabotage tho production of the Cruse Mssil’s guidance 
"brain". We only clan in aii honesty that this aston wos 
‘ever meant to be an act ot terrorism. We were not trying © 
threaten or Kil the workers or executives of Liton Systems 
Wow ere attempting to destroy part of an instil city 
that produces machinery for mass murder. We wanted 19 
Dow up as much of that technology of death as posisie. 

Accidents happen: no systems or people are niaille. 
For us. howover, is fact of Me i no way excuses us fr The 
‘mistakes that we made which contributed 1o causing nbury 
in thas action. We only pose these simple questions to put ms- 
tragedy in proper perspective. How many hundreds ot timos 
have entio populations been only minutes fom annihilation 
‘due to nuclear war computer systems malkinctons? How 
many thousands will sulle from canoer related dsocses 
because of breakdowns in nuciear power plants? How many 
thousands are Kiled every year in industrien accidents? And 
‘snl a fact that milions of poopie starve io death annually 
‘because so much money i put zito systers ot war rocher Wa 
developing the means to toed the people ofthe word ? 

‘Although we family believe mat tis ght 1o atiack the 


1) The bomb exploded 12 minutes betore # was supposed 
t0, suming hat did detonateat 11:3] pm. cssicted nthe 
media. The bomb was vet to go off at 11:43 pm. it had 
‘exploded at his time, we tooi that t was reasonable 1o have 
‘assumed that the Lition plant and the sunounding area 
Would have been safely secured. Its a mystery to Us why t 
exploded ecrly. as we had checked and double checked the 
accuracy of the timing syste many times. 

2) The waning call wes not repeated. The van was left 
on the lawn in font of the Liton bulaing at 11.17 pm We 
telephoned a waming 1o Litton Securty jst one minute afier 
the van was parked. This was to ensure a quick reaction Dy 
{he authorities, even though we felt certain that the van 
‘would have ben seen as 1t was being driven across the iawn 
‘and parked. The van was parked 100 meters diecty in front 
ofan exposed glase wailed vecunty guard's booth In fact. the 
‘diver of the van could sew 3 guards in the booth at ali times 
during the approach and knew that the van Bad not been 
Roticed. Unfortunately, the Litton guard di not complataly 
understand the warning, When he asked tha the iathocsons 
De repeated. he was only told to go cut ont and look at iho 
van. We soe now that the telopone warning shouid have. 
‘been corally repeated. However. If the warning had been 
understood, and even the police said it was “matculour’, 
then the authorities would have had approximateiy 25 minutes 
to cloar the plant, the cred and the roads the 
‘bomb had detonated on time: This was certainly aecsonatie 
length of time to have left the authorties to evacuate Me 
lant and secure the area. Even though the bomb went otf 
‘cnly, it seoms obvious that even 13 minutes wes enough 
time ior the piant fo have been sately emptied had the 
instructions been understood. 


shoot ot instructions. As well it was nót a good idea to leave 
an unarmed stick of dynamite visible on top of the box 
Although these two things were done t prove tht this was 
‘real bombing, they actually tightened the Leton gues 
‘and police away from the box so thatthe instructions were 
‘ever read. Because we let evidence ot teal explossves and 
‘because the instructions contained the information that there 
was 550 pounds cf explosives inside the van. we assumed 
that the authorities would have Undertaken a massive

nd the telephone waming, we stated that the van would. 
explode in approximately 1525 minutes. We saki this to 
ensue that everyone including bomb squad members, would 
lear away tom the van well ior i exploded 

4) We were mistaken in beleving thatthe Lifton guards 
‘and pešce would be on top of things. The image ol cops and 
guards as "superheroes" cused us tobeliove tat they would 
Bave security and safety matter underway very quickly. 
This obviously Gi not tum out 10 be what happened. Tho 
Lion guards did not cheerve the van being parked ever 
though it happened essentially right before thoir ever. A 
Liton guard did not understand the phone warning even 
‘hough it was given cleat. seems thatthe Liton guards did- 
tte or nothing to evacuate the workers unt anet the police 
rived. As the workers have saad. they were only told 10 
leave the buiding seconds before the explosion. The pace 
tock very a long time 1o amve after they were dletted— 
‘approximately 10 minutas and even then they only sent 
‘no car at fst to vestigate. Finally. nether the police, but 
expecially Lion security. even took a cicao lok at the orange 
box. We did not expect this kind of sow and indecsive 
response tom the authorities 

‘We wore very disturbed and saddened that injans 
cccurted as a resur ofthis action. We have gone over what 
went wrong time and time agan. Mee! sgniicanty. the 
‘bomb exploded 12 minutes eariy. But neveriless we feel 
we must stongiy crticie the Liton security guards Jor the 
way in which they ‘handled’ ths incident We know that 
‘hey werect least 3 quandsin the securty booth when the van 
wos parked and when the phone waming occured. We fel 
Eis undeniable that all injury to the workers could have boon, 
avoided if the guards had promptly evacuated the Lion 
plant. x they obviousiy should have, Although we had no 
mowiedge of the previous faiso bomb threats (a ft. we 
oppone the use of ie bomb threats precisely becouse hey. 
do conse the authorities to be skeptic f the authenticty of 
eal bomb attacks), we put efit into making sure that te 
authores would 


wos amiss. We wouk like to know why a Liton guard went 
Tunning into the plant to evacuate the workers oniy seconds 
botor the expiosion—instead of at least ten minutes earlier? 
‘And we would like to know why the other Leton quads wore 
Sanding around on the tont lawn instead of informing 
‘worker inthe other plants? As wel it's eresponsibie ot Lion 
1o have never informed the wotkers ot post om treats and 
tonothave a loudspeaker system combined with evacuation 
Pans so that workers could pe quicily moved osaiey in the 
event of any danger, be £ a bombing or otherwise. 

‘The position where the van was parked wos chosen ior 
two resons: One, so that t could be ecsly and quick seen 
ftom the guard's booth. It would have boon. much ias 
‘conspicuous. and therefore far less nisk Ior the driver ofthe 
van. tt had been parked in font ofthe other two Lilon 
Dubkings. as netther of these axe within ditect view ot the 
‘guands booth. Secondly. the van was parked in a comer ot 
fhe buiding in order that the two walis of tnis comer would 
Prevent dobra trom being cast ina southerly or south 
‘westerly direction whore the two nearby hoteis are located. 
‘This portion was the only such comer atthe tront ot the threo 
Lion butings. Agan it wes tthe rek of being apprehended 
(on the spot that we chose to park the van in a location which 
‘Provided the least sk 1o public ste. 

We have writen the above not 3o redeem ourselves, as 
we did commit inexcusable enom but simply cs an 
‘explanation of our motives and intentions for those people 
‘who may feel threatened that there are crazed teroists on 


nuciear war, not those who are fighting this insanity and 
inhuman madness. 

Pinaliy we wsh tostate that in no way was this bombing 
‘the work ofthe Cruse Missde Conversion Proiect. or any other 
‘Peace movement organization fn Toronto.
